Relinquishments can be secured from 
825 to $50 per acre, but it is my opinion 
that land will be cheaper in that sec- 
tion three years from now than it is 
today. 
The artesian wells have no 


force to them, and if this is the case 
when only a few wells have been sunk, 
what will be the situation when hun- 
dreds of wells, as there will be within 
a ' few years, are tapping the same 
source? The water supply can only be 
limited. 
Melon growing on a small 


scale will undoubtedly prove success- 
ful for some time to come. As to the 
land there is a great deal of it worth- 
less, large tracts of alkali and salt, an 
average of fifty acres of good land on 
a section would be a liberal estimate. 
Indio is very much in need of a good 
hotel or lodging house to accommodate 
the large influx of visitor* which are 
arriving daily looking for laud. Mr.

could foresee the character of a com- 
ing season with any degree of certain- 
ty it would be worth many, many 
dollars and many anxious days and 
nights to him. Therefore watch close- 
ly the coming season and make a 
note of it and use It for future guid- 
ance. The summer of 1884 was a wet 
one and with plenty of rain In the 
mountains. 
In Itlveralde two and a 


half Inches of ruin and hall fell in 
aa many hours and good crops were 
the assurance of the following winter 
Enough water ran out of Bear Val- 
ley that season, if it could have been 
stored, to have provided a liberal sup- 
ply of irrigating water during the past 
three seasons of scant supply. 
If the 


present season follows the 
rule of 


that season 
its 
character 
will be 


known in ample time to get In a good 
acreage. 
A record of 
this 
coming 


season may be valuable for reference.

Tribune accounts for the present un- 
satisfactory situation by attributing it 
to a sort of craze on specialty farming, 
notably, oranges, lemons, and orchard 
products, and very pertinentjy says 
that In .every orchard "the American 
business hen might just as well be a 
feature" without detriment but rather 
with advantage, to the orchard. "Bet- 
ter poultry and more of it," says the 
Tribune, "should be the shibboleth of 
every farmer from Del Norte to San 
Diego," 


It is not at all to the credit of the 


state that this lack of interest in the 
poultry industry should exist, and it 
will be decidedly discreditable if it 
should long continue. 
Try the Buff 


Orpingtons, farmers, if only to cross 
other good breeds you may have, and 
then keep on trying to find cheap and 
abundant food for your fowls, and the 
problem of a plentiful home supply of 
poultry will be successfully solved. 


False Economy 


Perhaps this ia as good a time and 


place as any other to "point a moral" 
to the grosvers of citrus fruits. Dur- 
ing the past season we realized for 
our oranges anywhere from one-quar- 
ter of a cent to one cent per pound. 
While we were selling at those rates 
wo have been piying for fruit from 
two to ten cents per pound and even 
higher for fruit we might just as well 
have raised for on:- own tables, which 
fruit would have been in much finer 
condition if raisad by the user him- 
self. The same applies to vegetables, j 
Not every one can grow potatoes but 
those who have to buy have as a rule 
to pay from one . eat to two cents per 
pound for them. 


And we go on in this way, often 


wondering why the two ends do not 
fome closer together.

Some of the trunks of the trees have 


twisted Into numerals, letters of the al- 
phabet and weird forms, which give 
the grove the reputation of being haunt- 
ed among some of the negro servants 
nnd Ignorant white people who live in 
the locality. 


One tree, which must be fully 50 years 


old, has been bent over until it forms 
the figure 8, looking at it from one side, 
while from another point of view It is 
a p«i:fcot oval. From the lower left- 
hand corner projects a branch which 
startlingly resembles a snake's 'head 
with the tongue sticking out. 


Two of the largest trees started to 


grow up from the ground, then changed 
their minds and bent downward, shap- 
ing their trunks into the form of the 
letter W. Still another trek has grown 
in the form of the letter N, two trunks 
starting from the same root

ground and a third growing from one 
to the other in a diagonal direction. 
Another consists of two trunks running 
straight up and parallel to each other.

the Hawaiian Islands. The two chief 
products of these islands are sugar and 
coffee, while a considerable amount of 
fruit Is also grown. 
Along with the 


Imported trees came their insect ene- 
mies, notably the scale insect and the 
aphis. 
In the course of time these 


increased so prodigiously that they 
threatened to oTestroy the industries of 
the country. Man is doomed to a con- 
stant struggle against nature, and he 
is often compelled, so to speak, to fight 
her with her own weapons. So it was 
in this case. The trees were being de- 
stroyed by Insects; remedy: Import 
more Insects. 
So in 1800 a certain 


ladybird (Yednlla cardlnalls) was sent 
over from Australia. It became com-; 
pletely naturalized, nnd increased pro-' 
dlgiously, feeding on the scale insects, 
which It soon reduced in numbers, un- 
til they became comparatively scarce. 
But there were other insect plagues- 
aphides and others of different orders. I 
The government therefore employed a 
naturalist to import 
more Insects.; 


These were brought from Australia, j 
and many of them have established 
themselves and done good service. One 
of the most useful is a ladybird which • 
feeds on the aphides, which had seri- [ 
ously attacked the sugar canes. It has 
done such good work that there is 
every prospect of the canes being 
speedily cured—Chambers' Journal.

And yet recent experiments In various 
parta of the country tend to confirm the 
belief that the telephone is to become 
one of the most valuable conributions 
to rural 'life and a great aid to the 
farmer, especially the one who follows 
the business of agriculture on a large 
scale. In a form where portions of it 
are let out to tenants its value as an 
economizer of time through telephonic 
connection between the houses of the 
tenants and the residence of the own- 
er, as well as through connection of the 
various buildings, is readily apparent. 
But the telephone has a larger use for 
the farmer than establishing a means 
of communication between his build- 
ings. Tbe establishment of farmers' 
co-operative exchanges in various parts 
of the country furnishes a hint of the 
extent to which the telephone Is to be 
utilized to promote the interests of hus- 
bandry. In Montgomery County, Indi- 
ana, forty townships are 
connected 


and over six thousand telephones are 
In use. The ultimate effect of the, es- 
tabllshment,, of these exchanges In 
farming conimunlties Is to put the rural 
family in contact with, the city and tho 
world at large, and thus enlarge its In- 
dustrial and social horizon. Including 
greater contentment with farm life. 
The ability to "ring up" the city may 
be the solution of the problem of how 
to keep boys on tfle farm.

by his captors and placed 


in the county Jail. 
Sheriff Stewart 


jnade haste to try and barricade the 
jail and protect the prisoner. 


Soon and 
angry mob 
of 
several 


hundred men gathered about Assist- 
ant 
Attorney 
General 
M. N. Whit- 


taker who 
appeared and 
made 
a 


speech to the crowd. He appealed to 
them to assist him In allaying excite- 
ment and upholding the majesty of 
the law. He promised to reconvene 
the grand jury tomorrow to promptly 
Indict the negro and have him speed- 
ily tried 
at the present 
terms of 


court, assuring the crowd that his 
conviction and legal executon was a 
foregone conclusion. „ 


This appeal was supplemented by 


Judge Lynch, Captain Tolley, J. H. 
Littteton and others. No sooner had 
their appeals been made, than several 
hundred citizens from the neighbor- 
hood, where the crime was committed, 
augmented the crowd to thousands. 


They swept forward upon the jail, 


overpowered 
the

crime, twelve 


miles distant, at 10:15 a.m. 


The mob was 
orderly, but deter- 


mined. It seemed that 
the 
whole 


population 
for 
miles,' 
around 
had 


turned 
out to see the fate of the 


wretch. A procession three miles in 
length followed the mob to the Wil- 
liams' home. Arriving at a point in 
sight of the scene of the crime the 
negro was placed upon a stump and 
given a chance to make a statement. 
He mounted the stump stolidly, and 
laughed when he began his statement, 
He said: 


"Tell all my slaters and toothers 


to meet me In glory. I am going to 
make that my home. Tell my mother 
to meet me where parting will be no 
more." 


He was then asked as to whether 


any one else was implicated In the 
crime. 
Noles 
stated 
emphatically 


that there was no one implicated but 
himself. 


"Why did you kill Mrs. Williama?" 


he was asked. 


"I just done that because I had 


nothing else to do." 


He finished his statement at 1:35 


o'clock and was taken from the stump, 
carried to a tree near by, bound to 
the tree by chains and his body satu- 
rated with oil. 


At 5:15 In the afternoon a match 


was applied and instantly the.quiver- 
ing body was enveloped in flames.

burning body and soon life was ex- 
tinct. The neg.ro made no 
outcry 


at any time and died as stolidly as a 
stoic.

Porto 


Rico, In the course of which he calls 
duties the same are not entitled to en- 
try on customs bonded warehouses and 
that the temporary storage of such 
articles Is for the purpose only of de- 
taining the articles until the Internal 
revenue tax due thereon has been paid. 
Articles so stored, threfore, will not 
be entitled to withdrawal In bond for 
export or for transfer to another dis- 
trict and no allowance can be made 
for leakage or 
shrinkage or other 


losses, nor will be permit Issued for 
the sampling of articles so held. In 
case of the failure of owner or con- 
signee to pay the tax due the collector 
in whose district the goods are stored 
will report such tax for assessment and 
will proceed to collect the same as In 
the case of other asse&sed taxes. 


Where destraint for such taxes be- 


comes necessary, the collector will, 
however, before destraining on such 
articles, notify the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, in order that proper 
instructions may issue to the collector 
of customs for tne release of the goods 
for that purpose.

Starvation Faces Poor People in the 


Drouth-stricken Sections of Texas 


San Antonio, Texas.—Reports from 


Zapata county confirm the news that 
the poorer classes there are 
facing 


starvation. 
They must have immedi- 


ate help in the way of food or the re- 
sults will be terrible. Range water 
has failed and range cattle are too 
weak to travel and are dying rapidly.
